TouRNgFoRT in his Voyage to the Levant, Vol. III. has deſcribed this plant under the name of, 
Thymelæa Pontica Citrei foliis; Dr. P. Pallas in his Flora Roflica, has likewiſe figured and deſcribed 
it, under the title it bears in the Sp. Plan. p. 511; from both of whom we learn, that it is a native 
of the coaſt of the Black Sea, and therefore perfectly hardy, at leaſt ſufficiently ſo to endure our cli- 


mate, 


It is the handſomeſt in foliage of any ſpecies of the genus, having, like moſt of them, fra- 


grant flowers; which begin to ſhew themſelves with the firſt budding of the plant in ſpring, about 
the firſt week in March. Like our common Spurge-laurel it delights in ſhade, making a pretty ever- 
green ſhrub, about two feet in height; and grows belt in a light loamy ſoil. Although this plant 
has been long known by name, it had not been ſeen in England till 1795, a year ſubſequent to its

Every ſtep we make in the examen of plants, from that endleſs ſource for botanical reſearch, New 


Holland; nature almoſt as conſtantly, preſents us with a perfectly new face; ſuch is the object of 


our preſent conſideration. Dr. Smith, P. L. S. in the Linnæan Tranſactions, Vol. IIII. p. 213, con- 
ſidering a new Genus as neceſſary for this tribe of plants, has named it in honour of C. H. Perſoon, 
much noted for his works on the fungi. This is a handſome, ſpreading greenhouſe plant, growing about 
five feet high, and covering itſelf with deep yellow bloſſoms. It is propagated by cuttings, or ſeeds, 
which come to maturity with us, and are produced in great numbers. J. Willſon, Eſq. of Iſlington, 
raiſed this ſpecies from ſeeds about the year 1791; from a ſpecimen in whoſe collection our figure was 
taken, this year in July, and where it flowered for the firſt time laſt year, in the month of Auguſt, 
and is till in bloom, although many ſeeds are already perfected, from the flowers of laſt year.

To the Lady Dowager de Clifford are we indebted, for the introduction of this new ſpecies of Ixora, 
a native of the Eaſt Indies; her Ladyſhip having received it from thence, in the year 1796. It is a 


tender hot-houſe plant, growing to the height of a foot, or more, and very buſhy ; the bunches of 
flowers are very large, covering nearly the whole upper part of the plant, and are exceedingly fra- 
grant. The bloſſoms begin to expand about the beginning of Auguſt, and continue to blow in ſuc- 


ceſſion, till the end of October. The only plant we have yet heard of, in England, is in her Lady- 
ſhip's collection at Paddington; where it has flowered for the firſt time this year, and where our

Taz number of handſome flowering plants from New Holland, already figured in the Botaniſt's Re- 
poſitory ; leads us to hope, the firſt, and indeed moſt generally prevailing opinion, that the inſignifi- 
cance of the flowers produced by the plants of that country, rendering them ſcarcely worth cultivation 
for ornament; muſt be nearly, if not quite done away: and we have reaſon to think, when farther 
explored, few countries will be able to ſtand a competition with it, for the fingularity, variety, or 
beauty of its vegetable productions. The Willow-leaved Crowea we conſider as one amongſt the 
many ſtrong arguments, to favour our opinion; it is rather a delicate plant, and ſhould be kept 
in a dry and warm part of the greenhouſe, where it will flower from the month of July, till No- 
vember; growing three feet high, if planted in light ſandy peat; and is eafily propagated by cut- 
tings. Although, this is the only ſpecies at preſent, in cultivation with us; there is little doubt 
from the number of handfome ſpecimens of other ſpecies, which we have ſeen, in the different her- 
bariums from Botany Bay; and from the character of the ſeeds, much reſembling thoſe of the Dioſma, 
which are not ſubject to rapid decay; but we ſhall very ſoon be poſſeſſed of many more of this very 
beautiful Genus. Our drawing was made from the nurſery at Hammerſmith, where it was raiſed 
from ſeeds, in the year 1790. The generic title of this plant, is derived from the name of an Engliſh 
botaniſt at Norwich, Mr. James Crowe, F. L. S. ſee Linn. Tran, Vol. IV. page 222.

Taz very great reſemblance this plant bears in habit, to ſome ſpecies of the garlick and ruſh, led us, 
at firſt ſight, to conſider it of one of thoſe Genera: but as Dr. Smith has in the fourth Volume of the 
Linn. Tranſ. p. 220, conſtituted it a new genus, from the conſtruction of the chives, we make 
no ſcruple to follow ſuch good authority. It is named after Mr. James Sowerby, ſo well known for 
his numerous botanical engravings, as attached to different works; but eſpecially, for his excellent 
coloured plates of Engliſh plants. Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy of Hammerſmith, were the firſt, who 
raiſed this plant from ſeeds, received in 1792 from Botany Bay. Our drawing was taken in May 
1798, the firſt time it flowered there; it is the full ſize of the plant, the flower-ſtem cut off, it being 
twice the length of the leaves. There is no ſmell to any part of the plant; but nevertheleſs, it is 
very defirable in the greenhouſe, from the character of the flowers, which retain their colour with 
little change, till the ſeeds are perfected. To increaſe it, the roots may be parted early in ſpring, 
and ſhould be planted in peat earth.

Tuis ſpecies of Bankſia, was the firſt to vegetate amongſt the number of different ſeeds, which were 
received by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, from Botany Bay in 1788; thus, has the pre-eminence of ſe- 
niority here, to all the plants which have been introduced from thence, to Great Britain. From the 
living and dead ſpecimens we have already ſeen, this Genus bids fair to rival Protea in the number of 
its different ſpecies; from which, nature ſeems to have marked but a ſlight line for Generic diſtinc- 
tion. Our figure was taken from a plant now in flower in the greenhouſe, (we believe for the firſt 
time in Europe,) at the agreeable retreat of J. Ord, Eſq. Purſer's-croſs, Fulham, being nearly ſeven 
feet high; indeed, we have ſeen ſpecimens which have attained to twelve feet, and more. It is in- 
creaſed by cuttings, and will grow in almoſt any earth. The cones to which the ſeed-veſſels are 
fixed, ſomething reſemble thoſe of the ſtone pine, but much larger, and the wood more hard: the 
ſeeds are incloſed in capſules which are placed at a conſiderable diftance from each other, at irregular 
intervals; the ſpaces filled up with long harſh threads, and apparently abortive ſeed-veſlels.

To G. Hibbert, Eſq. of Clapham Common, we owe the introduction of this beautiful little Moræa, he 
having received it from his collector at the Cape, in the ſpring of 1799. It is certainly a perfectly 
new ſpecies here, and we believe has not been ſeen to flower in Europe before; as it is not in the 
extenſive Collections, of the Emperor of Germany; at leaſt it is not to be found amongſt the many 
figured by Profeſſor Jacquin. The very ſhort duration of the bloſſoms, at firſt, had determined us 
to name it ſpecifically, fugax ; but finding we were anticipated in that name, by Jacquin, in his 
Hortus. III. tab. 26, we have adopted that of tricolor. The drawing was made at Clapham this 
year, in October; although we conceive the regular ſeaſon for its blowing would be, June, or July, 
if planted like other Cape bulbs in autumn. The only means of ſeeing this plant in perfection, is, 
by keeping it entirely from the air when near flowering, as it is too delicate to bear the leaſt expo- 
ſure; it begins to expand about twelve o'clock, and is quite decayed by three. From every appear- 
ance, without a ſupply from the Cape, this delicate little bulb will, (as many others have) be ſoon 
loſt to this country.

Tuis is another beautiful little ſpecies of Cape Buchnera, and which, we can conſider as little 
better than biennial; much ſimilar, to ſome ſpecies of different genera from thence ; ſuch as, He- 
benſtreitia.

Maxx ſpecies of this Genus have, hitherto, been arranged as Hermannias, to which they are 
undoubtedly very nigh affined; in nothing eſſentially varying, but in the character of the chives, 
being, in this, placed on honey cups, which are wanting ia the other; the ſame natural appearance 
however of the junction of the ſupporters of the tips, being common to both. From this ſmall change 
of the identity of character, ſo neceſſary in our artificial ſyſtem, they are thrown to a wide diftance 
in claſſification; the one ſtanding in the fifth, the other in the fixteenth claſs! The Mahernia 
odorata is from the Cape of Good Hope, and was ſent in ſeeds to England about the year 1792. It 
is but a ſhort-lived greenhouſe plant, and muſt be raiſed every two years, at leaſt, from cut- 
tings; which ſhould be made about the beginning of March, and placed on a gentle hot-bed, they 
will by this means become good fized plants by midſummer. The flavour of the bloſſoms is exactly 
that of the Jonquil, it continues to flower through the whole year, but is as yet to be found in few 
collections, although from its different attractions we have no doubt of ſeeing it ſoon in moſt. Rich 
earth, of old cow dung, and loam, ſeems to be the ſoil it moſt affeats.

Ta1s ſpecies of Trumpet Flower, is a native of Norfolk Ifland in the Pacific Ocean, lying in 29 deg. 
2 min. ſouth lat.; therefore, muſt be kept with us as a greenhouſe plant ; and, as a creeper, may be 
placed to twine round the pillars, or to cover trellis work; being of quick growth (if planted in peat 
earth,) and flowering abundantly from the month of March, till June. It is eafily increaſed by cut- 
tings, made in the ſpring, or by ſuckers, which it frequently produces from the root. The plant 
from which our drawing was made, flowered (and we believe for the firſt time in England) in 1798, 
in the collection of J. Vere, Eſq. Kenſington Gore. 

Naturaliſts, when in detailing the hiſtory of the various articles paſſing under their review, ſhould 
receive with caution, any matter which ſeems tending to the marvellous ; but for the authenticity of 
the authority, from whence we are furniſhed with the account of the fingularly peſtiferous character of 
this plant, we can with confidence pledge ourſelves. Colonel Paterſon, now commanding at Port. 
Jackſon, New Holland, ſent the ſeeds from Norfolk Iſland, when he was ſtationed there, to Meſſrs. 
Lee and Kennedy Hammerſmith, who firſt raiſed it, in the year 1793. The N. I. Trumpet Flower 
is, in its native ſoil, a deciduous plant ; upon the return of the ſeaſon, in which the young tendrils 
begin to ſhoot, and the leaves begin to appear; within fifteen, or twenty days, the whole 
plant is entirely covered with a white downy inſect, of the genus Aphis, ſomething fimilar to our 
blight; which, in a very ſhort time from their firſt appearance on this plant, become ſo completely 
diſperſed over every vegetable produQtion, that ſcarce a green leaf is to be ſeen through the whole 
extent of the iſland. So great a plague was this inſect thought to be, from its effects on vegetation, 
by thoſe who were ſent to colonize the iſland, that it was conſidered as one of the principal reaſons 


for abandoning the ſettlement.

Tuis truly ſpecious Ixia, has at different periods long fince, been ſeen in our exotic collections; but 
the delicacy of its root, and of conſequence; the difficulty of preſerving it, when out of flower, was, no 
doubt, the occafion of its having been as often loſt to us for a time. To the Dutch we are in- 
debted for the laſt introduction of it to this country, about four years fince, amongſt many others; 
from their immenſe collections of Cape bulbs at Haarlem. Although the root is particularly ſuſcep- 
tible of wet, yet, by timely taking up the bulb, even before the upper part of the plant is decayed ; 
and keeping it entirely free from moiſture, till it is again planted in October, there will be little 
danger of its periſhing. Our figure was taken in the month of June 1799, at Clapham, from a plant 
in the Collection of G. Hibbert, Eſq. Light ſandy peat, with a ſmall portion of rotten old cow-

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ERANTHEMUM, although ſtanding in our ancienteſt tables, as a name to different plants; muſt have 
been, hitherto, conſidered as a dead letter in all our modern ones, as attached to the tribe of plants it 
now titles: but perhaps, to none of the former more aptly could it have been applied; (eſpecially 
this ſpecies, as the Greek word 'Hpd»9zuov, a compound of Hę the ſpring, and dvJzw to bloſſom, fairly 
indicates;) fince the E. pulchellum firſt begins to flower in January, and continues to bloſſom till May. 
Linnæus in treating this Genus, acknowledges to have ſeen but one imperfe& ſpecimen ; and from 
this circumſtance, left the deſcription of the ſeed-veiſel, and ſeed, to be determined by future 
Botaniſts; as yet, that has not been accompliſhed, even by the indefatigable and accurate Schreber : 
indeed, had the character of the pointal been likewiſe omitted, it would have been as well; fince, in 
place of one, the two unequal ſummits, (which might eſcape obſervation in a dried ſpecimen, from 
their 'diſproportion in length, and upright ſituation;) point out a ſtronger Generical diſtinction from 
Juſticia, to which it much affines, than either, the regular ſhape of the limb of the bloſſom, or the 
ſituation of the chives. Our ſpecies is a native of the coaſt of Coromandel, in the Eaſt Indies, and 
was firſt received in ſeeds from Dr. Roxburg, at the Royal gardens Kew, in the year 1790. It is a 
moſt defirable plant, for although it has hitherto been kept in the hot-houſe, we have no doubt from 
its flowering and thriving there, with ſo little care, in any fituation ; but that it will ſoon be con- 
ſidered as a proper inhabitant of the greenhouſe.

Ws are happy in having procured for the entertainment of our botanical friends, a ſpecimen of fo 
ſingular a plant as the Septas : which, from the conformity of its conſtituent generic characters in 
point of numbers, has given it the title it bears and forming for itſelf an order of plants, in which it 
ſtands alone. No plant is better-known to botaniſts than Septas by name; but as yet, there exiſts 
only one miſerable uncoloured figure of it; which is to be found in the Mantiſſa of Plukenet, tab. 340, 
tig. 9. The firſt plants ſeen of Septas in England, were purchaſed in roots from Holland, under the 
name of Saxifraga Tuberofa, by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy Hammerſmith. The beginning of Auguſt 
this year, a drawing was taken ſrom a plant in the collection of G. Hibbert, Eſq. Clapham, he hay- 
ing received ſome fine bulbs of it, in the ſpring, from his collector at the Cape. There are few plants 
rival Septas for beauty that are of equal ſize; it is herbaceous, ſhould be removed from its pot when 
in a ſtate of inaction, and dried like the Anemonje. The bulbs may be cut, or parted at the time 
of removal for propagation.

In hopes that the ſubje& will plead our excuſe, in thus again, obtruding a kind of nonentity, in 
reference to the ſexual ſyſtem, on our ſeijentific friends; and that a figure, of ſo rare, and beautiful 
a plant, would be agreeable to all; we have, once more, put by the etiquette of ſcience, for the 
charms of beauty; yet for this deviation, we think an apology necellary, as it 1s undoubtedly not 
conformable to the plan of our undertaking... 

This variety of the Camellia Japonica, is of the ſame date in our gardens, as the double white, and 
was introduced through the ſame medium. As yet this plant is found in but very few collections, 
and is ſold at a very high price; not being of free growth, few cuttings, or grafts can be obtained. 
It has hitherto, been treated as a hothouſe plant; but there is no doubt it is equally hardy with the 
common ſort, upon which, all the plants we have as yet ſeen, and indeed thoſe that were firſt im- 
ported from China, were grafted; an inftance in proof, that horticulture muſt have, there, attained 
to a confiderable degree of perfection, in the operative part: as well as, that poſſeſſing double 
flowering varieties, of their moſt beautiful plants, which are only produced by a ſeries of cultivation, 
for ages; inconteſtably proves the antiquity of the art, (if any freſh proofs were neceſſary,) in that 
country. Our figure was made from a drawing taken partly, from a plant which flowered in Auguſt 
laſt year, in the collection of J. Hibbert, Eſq. Clapham; and partly from one now (April) in full 
bloom, in the conſervatory of R. H. James, Efq. Groſvenor-Place; the only ones we have as yet ſeen 
in flower; wherefore the time of flowering cannot as yet be fixed.

Tuis curious little plant, has been figured by profeſſor Jacquin in his Ic. rar. 2. tab. 363, under the 


name of -Crinum Tenellum; Thunberg, (who no doubt ſaw the living plant) in bis Prodromus, 
p- 58, gave it firſt, the ſpecific title of Spiralis, which to us ſeems the beſt poſſible, we have retained 
it; although, we differ from him as to the Genus, and which there is no doubt every botaniſt will, 
on the examination of the figure, with its appendages. That this plant ſhould ever have been placed 
under Hæmanthus, by any botaniſt, is certainly matter of wonder, yet the point is too clear to be 
contended ; ſcarce one of the eſſential conſtituent characters, of the genus, are to be found in our 
plant, and yet ſo perfectly in every part anſwering to Crinum. In Hæmanthus, the fence is com- 
poſed of many leaves; the ſegments of the border, ftanding upright; the Chives longer than the bloſ- 
ſom, and fixed into the tube; the Summit fimple! &c. &c. We ſubmit this, nevertheleſs, with 
deference to ſuperior judgments, as a late publication of much repute, has this plant, under the 
Generic title we have rejected. The drawing was made in the beginning of March, this year, at 
Meflrs. Lee and Kennedy's, Hammerſmith; by whom, it was received from the Cape of Good Hope 
in 1792. It is a very hardy bulb, requiring no more protection than a pit, to ſecure it from the 
froſt. It increaſes but ſlowly by the root, but occaſionally produces ripe ſeeds; and ſhould be kept 
conſtantly in its pot, in a mixture of peat and loam.

Arx ſpecies of this Genus, muſt be intereſting to the Engliſh botaniſt; as, till laſt year, not one was 
to be found, in any collection of this country. The G. ovata is figured in Cavanilles, Diſſ. 6. p. 340. 
t. 189; and deſcribed by Thunberg, in his Nova Genera Plantarum, p. 50. It is a moſt fingular 
little plant, but we much fear will prove a fugitive to us; like the Ferraria, (to which in many par- 
ticulars it very nearly afhnes,) its beauty is but of a few hours duration: indeed, ſo ſhort is the 
period, that had not Mr. Hibbert taken a ſketch of it, whilſt in perfection; and from which our 
drawing was completed, we could not have accompliſhed a figure of it. As yet, the true ſeaſon of

Tas ſpecies of Lily, certainly not a novelty to many as a plant, is nevertheleſs in its bloſſom, to 
moſt, quite ſo; for, though few collections are without it, yet we are pretty well aſſured, in no one 
has it flowered, at leaſt for many years within the vicinity of London; except, in that of the Right 
Hon. the Marchioneſs of Rockingham, at Hillingdon near Uxbridge; for whoſe kind communi- 
cation, (though perſonally unknown to her Ladyſhip,) of a moſt beautiful ſpecimen, of which our 
figure conveys but a faint idea of the brilliancy; we can only thus, expreſs our ſincereſt thanks. 
Greig, who had the goodneſs to bring the flower himſelf; informs us, the mode of his treating it is, 
to plant the bulbs in light ſandy peat, and confine them to ſmall pots, nearly half filled with broken 
tiles, and keep them on a ſhelf of the hothouſe.

Tuts handſome variety of the common Pomegranate, (for it cannot be conſidered as a ſpecies,) will, 


it is to be hoped, prove an agreeable addition to our gardens; though not as a fruit tree, yet as an 
ornamental plant, of the middling hardy claſs. Indeed we have little doubt of this, if we may judge 
by analogy, from its deciduous character, or from its natural affinities; as the other ſorts of this 
ſpecies, viz. fingle red, double red, yellow flowered, and another new variety with large red bloſſoms 
and larger leaves, all endure our winters, with little, or no protection, in the ſouthern, or weſtern 
counties of the iſland; and are all natives of the ſame clime: from whence, no doubt, they, like the 
Orange-tree, &c, &c. have been originally tranſported; though at preſent conſidered as indigenous, to all 
the different countries on the coaſts of the Mediterranean ſea, where the fingle red 1s cultivated for its 
fruit; the agreeable acidity of which, is conſidered as a great luxury, in allaying the thirſt occaſioned 
by the intenſe heat, of thoſe parching regions, In the month of April laſt year 1799, a fine branch, 
in full flower, was obligingly communicated by Lady Hume, from her ſelect collection at Wormley 
Bury, Herts; from which our figure was taken, and where it was then flowering for the firſt time 
in England. Her Ladyſhip had received the plant, amongſt a number of others, from China, in the 
year 1796. The fruit did not ripen, which we attribute to its being kept in the hothouſe, to which 
ſituation, all plants coming from the Eaſt, are neceſſarily conſigned on their firſt importation. 
The mode of increaſing it is certain and eaſy, by cuttings, or layers; and it grows moſt luxuriant 
in light earth, compoſed of rotten leaves or rotten dung, and light ſandy loam.

From the number of different new and old known ipecies, of this genus, which we have been enabled 
to examine this ſpring; and of which drawings have been made, (a figure from dne of them being 
intended to be given in each ſucceſſive No. till they are finiſhed;} we are more fully confirmed, in 
what was aſſerted in a former part of the work, that V. Arctoſtaphyllus, with the greater part of thoſe 
plants, now known as Vacciniums, ſhould be placed in Decandria. It is true, a certain latitude has 
been given by Linnæus, in an obſervation on the genus, by allowing, that a fourth in addition to the 
uſual number is frequently found, in the different parts of the flower. But when ſo eſſential a part of 
the fructification is, with a very few exceptions, conſtant through a numerous genus, we cannot but 
think, in a ſyſtem, founded chiefly on that baſis, that in ſuch caſe, the mere character of the fruit ſhould 
give way to firſt principles; and that thoſe with ten chives ſhould be placed to Andromeda. Or, if the 
diſtinction of a dry, from a moiſt capſule, ſhould be thought of ſufficient weight, on which to form a 


new genus, thoſe ſpecies, with ten chives, and berries, might be ſo arranged. Indeed, the difference 


in the general habit, of thoſe with ten, from thoſe with eight chives, would well warrant. ſuch an 
alteration. But fuch a change we have declined making, upon the grounds we have, and are deter- 
mined to purſue; not to alter any eſtabliſhed name, if even a little erroneous; but. only to point out 
the error, or the apparent neceſſary alteration. 

This ſpecies of Whortle-berry was firſt introduced, (according to the Low Catalogue) in 1770, by 
Mr. William Voung, from N. America; and is conſequently hardy enough to bear the ſeverity of our 
common winters. It ſhould be planted in ſandy peat earth, on a dry, ſheltered border. It is propa- 
gated by layers, which ſhould be put down in ſpring, and taken off the ſucceeding ſummer. The leaves 
of this ſpecies are deciduous, when planted in the open ground; but, if kept in the greenhouſe, where

From the number of ſpecies of this genus of plants, already in Britain, we may conclude, that it is 
one of the moſt extended in New South Wales; twelve diſtin& ones have already flowered, drawings 
of moſt of them we have, which will be brought forward in due courſe. Dr. Smith, in the third No. 
of New Holland Botany, has named this tribe of plants after Dr. R. Pulteney, F. R. and F. L. S. of 
Blandford, Dorſetſhire; well known for his Sketches of the Progreſs of Botany in England. But there 
is little doubt, that although no ſuch kind attention as this of Dr. Smith had been ſhewn, to perpetuate 
the name of Dr. Pulteney, he had, by his excellent life of Linnæus, inſured his own to live for ever. 
The Pultenæas, in ſyſtematic order, rank after, but very cloſe to Sophora ; but are little allied in general 
habit, as are few plants from that country to thoſe of any other. This ſpecies was firſt raiſed in 1792, 
in many gardens about the metropolis the ſame year; but did not flower till 1796. It is a hardy green- 
houſe plant, generally flowering about the month of May; but the bloſſom is of ſhort duration. Sandy 
peat is the ſoil it moſt approves; and its increaſe is produced, either from ſeeds, which ſometimes ripen 
with us, or from cuttings placed in gentle heat about the month of May. The drawing was made from 
a plant in the Hibbertian collection at 8 this year.

Or all the different ſpecies of ſo handſome a genus, no one is more deſirable than this; as the root or 
plant is preſerved with little care, and it rarely miſſes flowering; at the ſame time that the bloſſoms are 
of long duration, and not ſubject to injury from the weather; changing to a fine bluſh colour, when 
approaching to decay. From the Kew Catalogue we learn, that the G. Blandus was firſt introduced, 
from the Cape of Good Hope, by Mr. F. Maſſon in 1774. It thrives in moſt ſorts of earth, but ſandy 
peat ſeems the moſt proper for this, as well as moſt Cape bulbs.

Wazn the figure of this plant, or a variety of it, was publiſhed by Dr. Smith, in the third No. of 
his New Holland Botany, it had not then flowered in England; and from the leaves only, of the dried 
ſpecimens, it was ſcarce poflible to trace, amongſt ſuch a variety of new faces, this ſpecies of Emboth- 
rium. It nevertheleſs was in many collections, and in ſome, all the varieties, although it had not then 
flowered in any. About the end of the year 1791 the ſeeds of this plant, with many others, were 
received by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, of Hammerſmith, tranſmitted to them from New South Wales, 
by Col. Paterſon. As a hardy greenhouſe plant, it will always be coveted, as it is ſeldom without 
flowers through the whole year. Our plant appears to differ ſufficiently, from the three varieties given 
by the Doctor, to form a fourth; as the leaves on this are by no means conſtantly three together, but 
are often ſcattered. We have notwithſtanding nearly copied his ſpecific character. It ſhould be 
planted in light ſandy peat, and may be increaſed by cuttings, or by ſeeds, which occafionally ripen, 
whilſt the plant is ſtill in flower.

Taovcn we have little doubt in referring this plant to the title under which we have figured it, and 
by which it has been long known to moſt botaniſts, at leaſt by name; yet have we great ones, whether 
it ought in any wiſe to be conſidered as ſuch. Thunberg, perhaps the only botaniſt, who has ſeen it in 


flower, thought ſo, and placed it to a genus he had named Fabricia. Certainly no one character of 


the genus Hypoxis, can be traced in the flower. The huſk is of one valve, the petals not even cloſe 
at the baſe, the threads flat, the ſummits three, and halbert-ſhaped, the ſhaft pillar-ſhape and ſhort, &c. 
But, as upon our old plea, we do not chooſe to change generic names when long eſtabliſhed, this 
plant, for us, muſt ſtill remain an Hypoxis; tho it could not now be placed, at any rate, to Fabricia, 
as that title is given to a family of plants, natives of New Holland. The ftar-flowered Hypoxis is a 
native of the Cape of Good Hope, is rather a tender bulb, and does not often flower. It was according 
to the Kew Catalogue firſt introduced to the Royal Gardens by Mr. F. Maſſon, in the year 1788; but 
as the time of flowering is not mentioned, we ſuppoſe it did not flower there. The root ſhould, like 
other Cape bulbs, be removed from the pot after flowering, and replanted in October. It propagates 
itſelf pretty freely by offsets, if planted in light ſandy peat, mixed with a little loam. The drawing 
was made in June, this preſent year, at the Hammerſmith nurſery,

Taz Creeping Epigæa is the only ſpecies of the genus yet in Britain; it was firſt introduced by P. Col. 
linſon, Eſq. in 1736, from N. America; where it is found in moſt parts, from Virginia, as far north as 
Canada. The flowers of this plant are extremely fragrant, and are produced from March till May, 
Hitherto, very few fituations have been found congenial to its cultivation, or growth; indeed, ſo ſubje& 
is it to periſh from the moiſture, or changeableneſs of atmoſphere in our winter months, to which it 
is not ſubje& in its native clime, being during that ſeaſon covered with a deep ſnow ; that unleſs an 


- occaſional ſupply had not been procured from America, the plant muſt, long ere this, have been loſt to 


us. The ſoil which appears beſt adapted for its preſervation, is a light ſandy loam: if planted in the 
open air, it ſhould have a ſheltered fituation, on a dry border; but the moſt likely mode to preſerve it, 
is by keeping it as a' greenhouſe plant. It is with difficulty increaſed by cuttings, but may be divided 
at the root, with ſucceſs, in March. Our figure was made at the nurſery of Meſſ. Lee and Kennedy, 
Hammerſmith, this year, in the month of April.

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IT is to the curious and beautiful ſtructure of the empalement, (the flowers being nearly concealed 
within it,) that this ſpecies of Protea owes its ſpecific title, and for which it is ſo much admired. There 
are different varieties of it, which are confidered by Thunberg, in his Diff. de Prot. of 1781, as diſlinct 
ſpecies; but which are certainly only varieties of one ſtock we have drawings of two of theſe, the one 
fleſh-coloured, the other white; and hope to be able to demonſtrate as juſt, our poſtulatum, when the 
ſynonims are given, , as propoſed, at the cloſe of this volume, This plant was firſt introduced to the 
Royal Gardens at Kew, from the Cape of Good Hope, in 1786, by Mr. F. Maſſon: it flowers at a very 
early age, and when the ſtem is not more than two feat high, moſtly from the centre or leading 
branch of the plant. It is propagated by cuttings, which ſhould be put in about the end of May, 
three or four, at moſt, in a pot, filled with good ftiff loam, which ſhould be preſſed hard to the lower 
end of the cuttings, and the pot placed under a hand-glaſs in the ſhade, When the plants are to be 
removed into ſeparate pots, it will be neceſſary to add a ſmall portion of peat earth to the loam, and 
place them in an airy and dry part of the greenhouſe. Theſe directions are neceſſary to be obſerved, 


in the culture of nearly every ſpecies of this extended genus. Our figure was taken in the month of 
July 1799, from a plant in the Hibbertian collection, Clapham-common.

Tas figure of this curious new plant was taken from a ſpecimen moſt obligingly communicated by 
the Hon. Wm. Hen. Irby, from his valuable and extenſive collection at the Parſonage, Farnham Royal,

Tx1s ſpecies of Whortle- Derry was introduced from Carolina, about the year 1794, by Mr. J. Fraſer, 
nurſeryman. It is another of thoſe with ten chives, five cells in the berry, and five ſegments in the 
borders of the cup and bloſſom. It is an evergreen, and will live through a mild winter, on a warm 
border; but cannot reſiſt the cold of a ſevere one, though a ſmall degree of protection is ſufficient for 
its preſervation. As a greenhouſe plant, it is very decorative, flowering about June; in which month 
this year our drawing was made, at the Hammerſmith nurſery, from a plant in that collection. The 
pabulum beſt calculated to preſerve it in a flouriſhing ſtate, is a mixture compoſed of ſandy peat two 
parts, and light loam one part. To propagate it, the younger branches ſhould be laid down about 
the end of May, and they will be rooted by the enſuing ſpring.

Taz Houſtonia coccinea has been placed, by ſome late botanical authors, under the genus Hedyotis; 
but ſuch authorities can have no weight with us, when oppoſed to an eſtabliſhed name, a nearly general 
conformity in the eſſential generic characters; and though laſt, not the leaſt in our eſtimation, the cor- 
roborating teſtimony of Sir J. Banks, Bart. P. R. S. &c. by whom it was ſent to the Royal Gardens, Kew, 
in 1793. It is a native of Mexico, South America; and like the Hememeriſes,* Fuchfias, Chelones, &c. 
of that country, is very ſubject to damp; but being partly herbaceous, the root is moſt frequently 
preferved, although the upper part has periſhed. Though it requires the protection of a greenhouſe in 
winter, it may be made an ornamental plant for the flower borders in autumn, by putting fingle 
cuttings, in ſmall pots filled with rich earth, into the heat of a hotbed, early in March, they will be 
fit to tranſplant into the open ground the latter end of June, and will flower about Auguſt, continuing 
to bloſſom till deſtroyed by the froſt; or if taken up and put into large pots, will flower till Chriſtmas.

From the Hort. Cantab. publiſhed this year, by the accurate Mr. J. Donn, we learn that this fine 
ſpecies of Geranium was introduced to the Royal Gardens, Kew, about nine years fince; yet, till 
within theſe two years, it has not been ſeen in any other collection. Our drawing was made in July 
1799, from a plant in the Clapham collection. This Geranium muſt be treated rather as a dry-ſtove 
than as a common greenhouſe plant, for it affines much to G. Fulgidum, and a few others, which are 
inhabitants of the ſandy deſerts of the more interior parts of Africa, and which require more heat than 
is proper for thoſe from Table Mountain, or the vicinity of the Cape. It is propagated by cuttings 
made about the month of March, and placed under a ſmall glaſs, either in a hotbed, or in the bark 
bed of the hothouſe: it may be increaſed by the root likewiſe, and from ſeed which is ſometimes 
perfeted. A compoſt of cow. dung, at leaſt two years old, one part, ſea ſand one part, and light loam 
two parts, is the moſt proper for many of the tenderer ſorts of this genus,

Tuts ſpecies of Cape Gladiolus was brought to us, from Holland, about the year 1788; it is a very 
hardy bulb, the flowers continuing perfect more than a week, and are not eafily injured either 
by wind or rain, But the greateſt merit of this plant is, that the blofſoms are only produced when 
moſt of the other ſpecies of Ixiæ, Gladioli, &c. have done flowering ; which is generally about the end 
of July.

Tx1s ſpecies of Whortle-berry is a neat, compact, buſhy ſhrub ; and like all the reſt of thoſe which 
have ten chives, and the other parts conſonant, can ſcarcely be confidered as a hardy plant; for 
although it will live through a mild winter, if planted in a warm and dry fituation, on an open bor- 
der; yet it will in general be deſtroyed, by the ſevere froſts which happen late in ſpring. It ſhould 
be planted in ſandy peat earth, with a ſmall portion of light loam; may be propagated by layers, which 
do not commonly root, ſufficiently to be taken off, under two years from the time of their being put 
down.

Taz Genus Struthiola, from the few ſpecies yet known, has been but ſlightly conſidered. Linnæus, 
at the end of his Generic Character, afhnes it to Paſſerina; it is true, the babits of S. virgata, and 
S. erecta, which are undoubtedly only varieties of the ſame ſtock, and the only two he had ſeen, might 
lead to ſuch a comment; but, from the ſeven ſpecies of which we have drawings, all taken from liy- 
ing plants, and which will be brought forward in due courſe, we confider them, as perfectly diſtinct, 
in more eſſential characters than merely the number of chives. The acute and diligent Willdenow, 
in his new edition of Sp. Plant. enumerates five ſpecies from Thunberg, &c.; but from his notes of 
obſervation, prefixed to each, he had not ſeen either living or dried ſpecimens of any, but the two 
above named. The characters in which we obſerve this genus to differ from Gnidia and Paſſerina, 
are, firſt, a cup of two leaves, conſtant in every ſpecies we have examined, for they cannot be con- 
fidered as floral leaves, being attached to the baſe of the bloſſom, and joined together at the bottom; 
ſecondly, the honeycup forming a complete cincture to the mouth of the flower, and upon which are 
ſeated, four, or eight, upright glands. 'This ſpecies of Struthiola was firſt raiſed in England, at the 


* 


nurſery, Hammerſmith, from the Cape of Good Hope, in the year 1794. It is a tender green-houſe 


plant, and very ſubje& to be deſtroyed by wet; therefore, ſhould be protected from too much rain in 
ſummer, and kept in an airy part of the houſe in winter. It is propagated by cuttings made in the 
month of May, or June, and ſhould be planted in light, ſandy peat, mixt with about one fixth part of 
loam. The flowers of this, as well as all the ſpecies we have ſeen, are extremely fragrant in the 
evening, beginning to ſmell with the ſetting ſun, and continuing their flayour till morning. An 
agreeable peculiarity attendant on moſt plants of this natural order, and on every ſpecies of this genus, 
in particular, is, that they flower twice in the year, about the month of March, and again in Sep- 


tember; in which month, laſt year, our drawing was made, from the Hibbertian collection, Clapham 
Common.

Tunis beautiful ſpecies of Geranium was raiſed by Mr. J. Armftrong, nurſeryman of Northwarmborough, 
Hants, from ſeeds received by him, in 1796, from the Cape of Good Hope. From a branch, in fine 
flower, brought to us, this year, in the month of June, by Mr. Dickinſon, our drawing was made ; who 
informs us, that the ordinary treatment of common Geraniums, is all that is required for this; that - 
it is increaſed by cuttings, or from a divifion of the root, in ſpring. It bas not, as yet, produced any 
perfect ſeed; although it has flowered abundantly theſe two years, from May till October. It has 
ſomething the habit of G. triſte, or the Night-ſmelling Geranium; but differs from that ſpecies, in 
having a ſhort ſhrubby ſtem, the leaves ſhorter and harſher, and the flowers entirely without ſmell.

Taz Downy-leaved Geranium, according to the Hort. Cantab. of Mr. Donn, introduced from the 
Cape of Good Hope, in the year 1794; is a dwarf growing, and rather delicate ſpecies, of this 
extended and very mutable tribe of plants; producing its flowers about the month of Auguſt. It is 
to be increaſed from the ſeeds, which ſometimes ripen; or by cuttings, taken off in the month of 
March, and placed on a gentle hotbed; but if delayed to be made till much later, it will be found 
difficult to propagate by this mode. Leſs of dung and more loam, than is neceſſary for moſt Gera- 
niums, will preſerve this plant beſt through the winter; in which ſeafon, it ſhould be kept in a dry 
and airy part of the greenhouſe, to avoid the damps, which otherwiſe, often prove fatal to it. 

That the charm of novelty, however erroneous or abſurd, has found at all times its votaries, we 
have daily experience; therefore cannot wonder at, though we may regret its conſequent influence 
on the many, who wiſh to fignalize themſelves, under its deluſive banner. This obſervation naturally 
obtruded on our imagination, upon the peruſal of the laſt Number of the Bot. Mag. where the Kid- 
ney- leaved Crane's-bill is mentioned as © one of the rareſt of the Geranium tribe; are we to underſtand 
Geranium in this place as a new title for a natural order of plants; or, as ſolely confined to one 
Genus? Poor Geranium! although thou haſt been ſo long excluded from thy ſtation, in ſcientific 
Engliſh, yet ſhalt thou not loſe thy due weight, againſt all thy opponents, in pure deſcriptive Eng- 
liſh proſe; and perhaps ſome day may be deemed, by the learned, worthy a place amongſt Engliſh 
Genera, With Mr. Donn, we humbly conceive the old title Crane's-bill, as ill adapted to the three 
Genera of M. L'Heritier; and that, if new Latin names are to be foiſted on us, for plants already well 
known, and ſettled, by that great maſter of the ſcience, Linnzus; to whoſe opinion ours ſhall ever 
bow, Engliſh ones conſonant, ſhould be likewiſe adopted ; and that Heron's-bill for Erodium, Stork's- 
bill for Pelargonium, and Crane's-bill for Geranium, will prove no greater puzzle to the Engliſh Botaniſt. 
Unfortunately we are, and have been, ſo attached to old faſhions, that we ftill mean to continue the 
title Geranium, as it is apparently beſt underſtood ; whether, in Engliſh or Latin, deſcriptive, or 
ſcientific; as long as the public ſhall continue ſo honourably to patronize the Botaniſt's Repoſitory,

From the eighth Ed. of Miller's Dictionary, we learn that, this plant was cultivated at the Phyſic 
Gardens, Chelſea, in the year 1765. That ſo ornamental, and ſo eaſily propagated a plant as the 
Gaultheria, ſhould have been ſo little noticed, or cultivated in our gardens, is rather fingular; as, it 
is perfectly hardy in every expoſure, an evergreen, and from the beautiful appearance of the fruit 
and flowers, which come in ſucceſſion nearly through the whole year; muſt be confidered;- as one of 
our prettieſt creeping or dwarf ſhrubs, for the front of the ſhrubbery borders, &c. as it never riſes higher 
than fix, or eight inches; forming a compact matted clump, which may be made to ſpread to a 
conſiderable extent, if planted in light ſandy peat earth. The very curious conformation of the fruit,

which is eatable, differing from every known Genus of plants; as well as, the peculiar property of 


the leaves; point out the Gaultheria, as a particular object for obſervation, and comment, to the 
experimental Botaniſt. In Canada, North America, where it is native, an infuſion of the leaves is 
uſed as a ſubſtitute for tea; or a few of them, either dried, or plucked freſh from the plant, when 
mixt with the commoneſt bohea, communicate to it a flavour, equal to fine Hyſon.

As a native of the Helvetian Alps, the Purple flowered Gentian is conſequently, a hardy plant with 
us, requiring only to be planted in a light ſoil; may be increaſed from the ſeeds, which are produced 
in abundance, or by parting the root in autumn. The ſeeds are perfected, within a fortnight after 
the flower is decayed; and ſhould be ſown on light ſandy peat, covering them very lightly, as ſoon 
as poſſible after they have been dried. 

There appears a ſtrange variety of opinions amongſt Botaniſts concerning this, and two other ſpe- 
cies of Gentian, the Punctata and the Pannonica; which, as many have obſerved, although denied 
by others, are only varieties of each other; ſurely, a ſlight variation in height, the ſhape of the divi- 
fions of the border, or what is of leſs conſequence, (as they vary, in that regard ſo much, on the ſame 
plant) their number; are not of ſufficient weight to form a ſpecific diſtinction. 

This plant is ſaid, in the Hort. Kew. to have been introduced in the year 1768 by Profeſſor de 
Sauſſure: from what cauſe, we cannot judge, if it is ſo old an inhabitant, why it ſhould not be more 
plentiful with us; as at preſent few collections poſſeſs it, and it is ſold at a very high price. Our

Tuis ſpecies of Struthiola is deſcribed by Thunberg, in his Prodromus, under the ſpecific title it here 
bears, and was first introduced to us in the year 1794, in ſeeds received from the Cape of Good 
Hope, by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith. It is a very tender greenhouſe plant, and very 
ſubject to be deſtroyed by damps, or too much moiſture, even in ſummer; the flowers, (as are moſt of 
this natural order,) are extremely fragrant and continue in full perfection from March till June. The 
mode of propagation is by cuttings, made in May, which ſhould be placed under a hand- glaſs in a 
pot of light loam, and ſhaded from the mid-day fun. It thrives beſt in a mixture of half peat and 
half loam. The drawing was made in the ſpring of 1798, from a plant in the Hibbertian Collection,

No plant perhaps ever excited ſuch univerſal admiration, as the Scarlet Fuchſia; wherefore, the 
addition of a ſecond ſpecies to our collections, of ſo fine a Genus, muſt be confidered as a very agree- 
able acquiſition. The Box Thorn-like Fuchſia, is a native of the North-weſt coaſt of America; and 
was firſt brought to England, in the year 1796: it is certainly, much more tender than the Scarlet 
Fuchſia, as the plant conſtantly periſhes, as low as to the earth, if not preſerved in the hothouſe; 
but whether it is herbaceous the root ſurviving, we have not ſufficient experience to determine. 
The increaſe is certain and eaſy, if cuttings are made, from the young ſhoots, early in March, and 
plunged in a hotbed, or in the bark of the hothouſe, fix or eight in a pot; from which they may be 
removed, about June, into large pots for flowering, which will be from Auguſt till November, 
Loam, with a ſmall portion of rotten dung, is the ſoil it moſt approves. ob 
The ſpecific title we have adopted, is from the very great reſemblance the plant bears to Lycium 
afrum, or the Box-Thorn; although we have ſome doubts, whether this ſpecies may not be the 
F. triphylla of Father Plumier. But as the F. coccinea, as well as this plant, has frequently the 
leaves growing by threes; we thought that, as it as yet had no ſpecific title with us, the character of 
the plant would be beſt diſtinguiſhed, by the name we have choſen.

Taz Cortuſa-leaved Geranium is a tender plant, ſeldom growing to more than a foot in height; pro- 
ducing its bloſſoms, which are extremely fragrant, in ere& bunches, from the ſummit of the branches, 
and muſt be protected, through the depth of winter, in the hothouſe. The propagation is both flow 
and difficult, as it rarely perfects any ſeeds, and forms but few branches. The cuttings when taken 
off, which ought to be done about the end of May, ſhould be expoſed to the ſun, till the part where 
cut has formed a tough coat over the wound, which will take place in two or three days; when they 
will not be ſo ſubje& to rot from the moiſture of the earth, as if planted when juſt taken from the 
plant. Theſe inſtructions are neceſſary to be obſerved, in the propagation of all the thick-ſtemmed 
Geraniums, by cuttings. A mixture of ſandy peat, with a ſmall quantity of old rotten dung, will 
prove the beſt compoſt for preſerving this plant. Our drawing was taken this year, in July, at the 
Hammerſmith nurſery. A miſtake has ariſen with regard to the name of this ſpecies of Geranium; 
which was evidently not known to any botaniſt, antecedent to its being brought to England in 1786 
by Mr. A. Hove, a native of Poland, from the ſouth weſt coaſt of Africa, and found by him in about 
the 23d degree of ſouth latitude. Profeſſor Martyn, in his new edition of Miller's Dictionary, article 
Pelargonium 43, has taken for granted that this is the plant deſigned by Profeſſor Jacquin, where he 
treats of G. cortuſæfolium; giving the G. tabulare of Burman, Linnæus, &c. as ſynonymous to it; 
but undoubtedly, no ſuch intention could be in the Profeſſor, as the uniting theſe two plants, which 
are ſo entirely diſſimilar; but only an unfortunate inclination to alter an old eſtabliſhed name, for one, 
which he conceived more appropriate to a well known, common ſpecies ; whence the confuſion; the 
conſtant conſequence of ſuch uſeleſs alterations, whether generic or ſpecific.

We are certainly led to think with Thunberg, that this plant is not a ſpecies, but a very ſingular 
and beautiful variety, of G. alatus, of which we have ſeen above ſix or ſeven. Nevertheless, upon 
the authority of Prof. Jacquin, who in his Icones 2. tab. 258, has figured it under this name ſpeci- 
fically; and as it has been continued as ſuch, by the accurately diſcriminating and indefatigable 
Willdenow ; (to whoſe labours, all lovers of the ſcience are ſo much indebted, for his invaluable, 
and copious new Edition of the Species plantarum,) we have thought it but right to acquieſce, 
without alteration in the name adopted by them. For the management of this plant we muſt refer 
our readers to the G. alatus, Pl. VIII. Vol. I. of this work. 

The Helmet-flowered Gladiolus was not ſeen in England, till the ſpring of the year 1800; when 
the roots were received at Clapham, from the Cape of Good Hope, ſent by the Collector there, for 
the Hibbertian collection, amongſt an infinite number of others; many having flowered this year, of 
which we have drawings, by permiſſion of the proprietor, and are deſtined to enrich the Bot. Rep. 
being perfectly new to this country. The figure of this plant was taken in Auguſt, but the regular 
ſeaſon of its flowering, muſt be much earlier (if planted with the other Cape bulbs in OQtober,) that 
is to ſay, about the month of May or June.

Tux Thunbergia, here figured, is a native of the Eaſt Indies, from the Coromandel coaſt; was intro- 
duced to Britain in the year 1796, at the ſame time with the Ixora pavetta, by the Hon. Lady Dow- 
ager De Clifford. It is eafily propagated, by cuttings, or from the ſeeds, which ripen with us: it 
ſhould be kept in light, rich earth in the hothouſe; where it will flower from May, till September ; 
in which month this year our drawing was taken at Kenfington Gore from a plant in the collection 
of James Vere, Eſq. But although Dr. Roxburgh's reaſon for adopting the ſpecific character he has 
given it, that the place where it grows is ſweet ſcented, though the plant is not, ſeems rather a little 
ſtrained, we have not thought it right to alter it; as unqueſtionably, any name would have been equally 
appropriate, fince neither the flowers, or any part of the plant, root or branch, has the leaſt ſcent. 

The plant from which this genus was originally formed by the younger Linnæus in his Sup. Plant. 
P. 46, 1s a native of the Cape of Good Hope; and we have our doubts, whether this plant ought to 
be placed with it; for although it accords in the eſſential character, of a double cup, the only one 
thought neceſſary, by Linnæus, to divide it from Barleria; yet, from the number of parts in which 
it differs from his generic character, ſuch as the ſhape of the bloſſom, the-length of the pointal, the 
ſituation and ſhape of the chives, the very different ſhape of the ſeeds, &c. we are led to think, it 
ought to be conſidered as a diſtin Genus. But in following ſuch good authority as the able and 
learned Dr. Roxburg, it is to be hoped, we ſhall ſtand excuſed in continuing the ſame name he has 
aſſigned it, without alteration at leaſt, if not without comment.

India Iſlands, was firſt received, in plants, from the ifland of St. Vincents, in the year 1797, by Hy 
Thomas Evans, Eſq. of Stepney; in whoſe collection it firſt flowered, in September 1798, when our 

drawing was taken. This plant requires a conſiderable degree of moiſture and heat, as well as much 
root room and rich earth, to make it flower in perfection; as it ſeldom opens its bloſſoms freely without 
ſuch treatment, and even with ſuch aſſiſtance, they are to be ſeen but for a few hours in that ſtate. It 
propagates from the roots, throwing up a number of ſuckers from the joints, which are formed at a 
conſiderable diſtance from the plant. The younger Linnæus in his Sup. Plant. of 1781, p. 158, has 
deſcribed this plant under our ſpecific title, but different in ſome few points; which appear to ariſe 
more from his ideas of the various parts, than from any real difference in the plant itſelf, Swartz in 
his Obſ. 98, gives ſheaths to his plant, which Linnæus, we preſume, denominates flower-ſtem leaves, 
&c. yet we have no doubt, but they have both deſcribed the ſame plant; and perfectly agree with 
Willdenow and Martyn, that the H. pfittacorum of both authors is the ſame, and have as little of this 
being the plant.

It is a hardy green-houſe plant, and makes a very handſome climber, for trellis, or 
pillars in a conſervatory, Its growth is very rapid, and its flowers which are very brilliant and ſpe- 
cious, continue in ſucceſſion from May till September. The increaſe is certain and eaſy from cut- 
tings, made in the month of May, and placed on a gentle hotbed, or plunged in the bark-bed of the 
hothouſe.

Plant. p. 38, Part I. In the year 1792, the ſeeds of this plant were 
received by Meſſrs. Lee and Kennedy, Hammerſmith, with the Bignonia pandorana, and many others, 
communicated by Colonel Paterſon, then commanding a detachment ftationed for a time on Norfolk 
Iſland, where it is native. To the green-houſe it is a conſiderable acquiſition, either for a climber, or 
otherwiſe, as it 1s rarely without bloſſoms from July, till the end of November; being rather more 
tender than many of its congeners, which are in general deſtined to that ſtation; it ſhould be placed 
as nigh the flue, in as dry and airy a part of it as poſſible. A light, ſandy peat ſoil, without mixture, 
is the moſt congenial to its growth ; and it is increaſed by cuttings, made in the month of March, put, 
from 12 to 20, according to the ſize of the pot, under a ſmall bell-glaſs, in the before-named earth, 
and plunged either in the bark-bed of the hot-houſe, or in the heat of a common hot-bed.

Tur Glorioſa ſuperba, a native of Guinea, as well as the coaſt of Malabar in the Eaſt Indies, is ſaid 


to be every part poiſonous. 


It is herbaceous, and the roots, which are formed upon the decay of the 


old one, fhould be taken from the pot in November, and kept in dry ſand till the end of February, 
when they muſt be planted in rich earth, compoſed of one part old rotten dung, and two parts leaf 
mould or peat earth, then plunged in the bark- bed of a hot-houſe which is kept at pine heat, to 


inſure their flowering the enſuing Auguſt. 


Having received a moſt beautiful branch, of this magnificent plant from the collection of the Hon. 
the Marchioneſs of Rockingham, at Hillingdon, near Uxbridge; the impulſe was too ſtrong to be 
refiſted,. of giving a figure of it in the Bot. Rep. although againſt our general propoſals, as this is 
certainly, neither a new, or rare plant; having been introduced ſo early as 1090, by Mr. Bentick. 
We therefore beg the indulgence of our friends, in this inſtance; for although the flower is common, 
and there are many figures of it, in different works, as, Rheede's Hort. Malab. Vol. 7. frut. ſcand. 107. 
t. 57. Plukenet's alma. 249. t. 116. f. 3. Commelin's hort. 1. p. 69. t. 35. &c. &c.; yet, as theſe may - 
not be in the poſſeſſion of many of the purchaſers of our work, we hope it may prove agreeable.

Tuis conſpicuouſly handſome plant was introduced by W. Forſyth, Eſq. to the Chelſea Gardens in the 
year 1782, from the iſland of Bourbon, now the Iſle de la Revolution, near the coaſt of Madagaſcar, 
in the Indian Ocean. It grows to a very confiderable height, perfectly ſtraight, and poliſhed in the 
ſtem, ſomething like the Bamboo Cane, from which appearance, till it flowered, it had gone by the 
name of the fiſhing rod plant. It muſt be kept in the bark. bed of the hothouſe in rich mould, and 
ſhould be removed from its pot but ſeldom, the roots being extremely tender and brittle. The pro- 
pagation is flow and difficult, as well from the great tendency the part has to rot, where cut, as from 
the unirequency of its throwing out any fide ſhoots from the ſtem. Our drawing was made in Jul 
this year, at the Hammerſmith nurſery; though we underſtand it flowered in the extenſive collection 
of the Right Hon. the Earl of Tankerville at Walton-upon-Thames, ſome years fince. 

Having followed Willdenow, rather than Jacquin, in the Generic name of this plant, our reaſon 
is, each ſpecies which has hitherto been thrown to this Genus, fince its firſt formation, might well 
make a diſtin one; if every generic or even eſſential, character, was to be critically attended to. 
The fruit forming the principal eſſential character, a ſpecimen of which we have ſeen, containing two 
large ſeeds like C. Manghas, determined us in our adoption. 5 

The deſcriptions and figures of the two plants, given by Profeſſor Jacquin in his Icon, rar. 2, and 
Collect. 4, under the genus Ochrofia, are, we conceive, only different ſpecimens of our plant; and are 
both, as well as Dryander's critique on Gmelin (ſee Linn. Tranſ. Vol. II. p. 227) detective; neither of 
them having ſeen but dried ſpecimens, without the fruit; as in this natural order of plants, the flow- 
ers being moſtly fleſhy, many of the principal characters are deſtroyed in the proceſs of drying; and 
of courſe, in ſuch caſe, muſt lead to error. Jacquin's character of maculata, quoted by Willdenow as 
a ſpecific title, though he has rejected the Generic, we ſuppoſe, muſt have been taken from the ſmall 
blotches on the lower, and which ſometimes pervade the upper ſurface of the leaves, but found only 
when in the laſt ſtate of decay, or when artificially dried to preſerve them; as by the preſſure neceſ- 
ſarily employed to that end, the waved, and moſt oſtenſible character of the living plant, is done away. 
As to the C. parviflora of Forſter being the ſame, as either, the Ochroſia borbonica or O. maculata of 
Jacquin, we muſt beg leave to diſſent from the ſevere criticiſer of Gmelin; upon whoſe authority, ne- 
vertheleſs, Willdenow has been led to exclude, even as a ſynonim, the O borbonica of Prof. Jacquin, 
which perhaps, if it were not for the increaſing of Genera, ought to be the name of the plant.

Taz Ragged-leaved Geranium may be confidered as an herbaceous plant, for it rarely retains its leaves 
longer than September ; and when in a ſtate of ination, ſhould be watered but fparingly, otherwiſe 
the root will be ſabje& to rot. It may be increaſed by parting the roots about March, which ſhould 
be afterwards planted in rich mould, and placed on a ſhelf in the hot-houſe; where they will flower 
in May or June. From an imported plant, in the Hibbertian collection, our drawing was made this 
year. | 

A continual harping on the ſame fubject, may perhaps appear rather tireſome; but, as almoſt 
every real new ſpecies of Geranium, which falls under our obſervation, ſeems to add a freſh proof of 
the futility of the new arrangement, we cannot forbear noticing it. This ſpecies, for inſtance, has 
every other eſſential generic character of Monfieur L'Heritier's Pelargonium, but unfortunately the 
moſt eſſential. Upon an accurate examination of a number of flowers, before they bad expanded, 


(the only time when it can be truly aſcertained), in no one inſtance, was there more than five tips to 
be found, Where to place it, with Erodium, or Pelargonium?

Tuis ſpecies of Protea, from the Cape of Good Hope, of which we have drawings of three varie- 
ties, is as yet, very ſcarce in this kingdom. The variety here figured, as well as the others of this 
ſpecies, have been hitherto confidered as varieties of P. ſpecioſa; with which, however, they have 
leſs connexion, than with P. mellifera; but from both they ftand quite diſtin, Wherefore, we 
have given them the ſpecific title of longifolia, from the extreme length of their leaves, which are 
conſiderably longer, than could be expreſſed in the figure. We believe this is the firſt year it has 
flowered in England, or in any other collection, than the nurſery, Hammerſmith ; where our drawing 
was made in November. It is moſt difficult, or indeed almoſt impracticable, to increaſe it, as it 
puts out no fide ſhoots, and certainly damps off, if laid down, where it touches the earth. 

From Boerhaave's having arranged this ſpecies of Protea, (See his Index to the Leyden Garden, 
Part 2. from P. 185 to 189,) with his Lepidocarpodendrons, after fig. 187. which is our P. mellifera ; 
Willdenow has been led into an error; fince he has given this plant, the 188 Fig. of Boerhaave, as 
a ſynonim to P. ſpecioſa, which ought not to be ſo taken, unleſs we underſtand, that he meant all 
his Lepidocarpodendrons as only varieties of each other; the principal diſtinguiſhing feature, in P.

Ta1s variety of Crocus-flowered Ixia was introduced, according to the Kew Catalogue, Vol. I. p. 60, 
in the year 1774, by Mr. F. Maſſon, from the Cape of Good Hope, and there, is treated as a diſtinct 
ſpecies, under the name of I. deuſta. From the number of drawings we poſſeſs of this tribe of plants, 
having nineteen diſtinct varieties of this one ſpecies, and in the cloſe inveſtigation we have given them, 
in their flowering, for a number of years; having found them to ſport in colour, &c. from the ſame 
root, but much more ſo from ſeed ; enables us deciſively to place this plant as a variety to I. crocata.

Some light doubts, at firſt, aroſe in our minds, that this plant might be M. virgata, the 15th in 
Profeſſor Martyn's new arrangement of Miller's Dictionary, vide art. Malva. But, from the extraor- 
dinary length of the branches of M. virgata, there deſcribed to be fix feet and a half long, and only 
the thickneſs of a wheat ftraw at the baſe! with dark purple flowers; we cannot but confider this, 
which never riſes to more than a foot and a half or two feet in the ſtem, with white flowers, ex- 
cepting a ſmall ſtreak of red at the baſe of the petals, as a diſtin and new ſpecies. It is a native of 
the Cape, and was received 1n ſeeds, from thence, in the year 1794. As a hardy green-houſe plant 
it is moſt ornamental; the bloſſoms, which are quite reflexed when full blown, being produced in 
ſucceſſion from March till November, upon every part of the plant. It is increaſed by cuttings made

Tas thick-leaved Geranium is a native of the iſland of Cyprus, and was introduced by Dr. Sibthorpe, 
on his return from viſiting the Grecian iſlands, in the year 1788. It is, we think, no more than a 
biennial plant at beſt, as it ſeldom ſurvives the ſecond winter, and but rarely the firſt. If the ſeeds are 
ſown in the month of March, the plants will flower the enſuing autumn, and generally produce ripe 
ſeeds, if kept in a ſheltered and warm ſituation. This plant is unqueſtionably the true Erodium of 
LHeritier, and thoſe who admit of that innovation, being the one, apparently, upon which he formed 
his Generic diſtinction; as we believe, no other ſpecies, ſo denominated, has every conſtituent Eſſen- 
tial part neceſſary to his Genus,

Tux Hibbertian collection has furniſhed us with this extraordinarily handſome Gladiolus. Our draw- 
ing was taken at Clapham, in Auguſt this year, when we were informed by Mr. Hibbert that he had 
received the bulbs but a few months before, from his collector at the Cape. It has little likeneſs to 
any one of the Genus yet in England; but from the character of the leaves, we ſhould incline to 
think, the treatment required for Ixia plicata, (of which ſpecies we have drawings of more than 
twenty varieties, known under the names of I. villoſa, I. rubro-cyanea, I. punicea, I. purpurea, &c. &c.)

Tux Cape Cyanella has been long known in many herbariums, and to moſt botaniſts by name, but we 
much queſtion whether a living plant has, till now, been ſeen in our gardens. The deſcription, in 
his dictionary, of a plant cultivated by Miller in 1768, where he ſays, © the leaves are long, narrow, 
« with a groove on the upper fide, the peduncle ariſing immediately from the root, ſupporting one 
% flower, of a fine blue colour;” ſurely can have no connection with our plant, but in the colour of 
its bloſſom. From every appearance of the plant, even in an abortive ſpecimen, more than one flower 
muſt be produced, if any. It is enumerated, in the Kew Catalogue, as one of the ſpecies of Cyanella; 
but, we ſuppoſe, only from an accepted idea, that the plant deſcribed by Miller was the C. capenſis; 
and, as having been cultivated in Britain, might be therefore introduced with propriety into the book, 


though it had never graced the garden; otherwiſe, if this plant, which is inconteſtibly the true C. ca- 


penſis of Linnzus, had ever been ſeen in the Royal Gardens, no affinity would have been traced to 
that of Miller. 

A few ſmall inaccuracies occur in the generic character of this Genus, which we have rectified; 
one is, that the inner, and not the outer petals, are thoſe which hang forward; the others may be ob- 
ſerved by thoſe, who may confider them worthy notice. This ſpecies is a bulbous-rooted plant, flow- 
ering freely in the green-houſe; although the roots had been received, late in the ſeaſon, from 'the 
collector for the Hibbertian Collection now at the Cape; which, perhaps, is the reaſon the flowers are 
produced at this time of the year (February). Mr. Allen informs us, that, it has had no other treat- 


ment, than what is given to Cape bulbs in general. From the ſwelled appearance of the ſeed-veſlels 
we have little doubt of ripe ſeeds being produced,
